Technicalities Overridden. 


In deciding against Mr. Pierce, Judge 
Adams, of the United States circuit 
court of appeals, from which tribunal 
the case was taken to Washington. de- 
clared that “technicalities must not be 
permitted to stand against an indict- 
ment when it contains the substance of 
a charge.” 

In the ouster suit brought by Mis- 
souri through Attorney General Had- 
ley against the Standard Oil Company, 
it was shown that the company owned 
two-thirds of the stock of the Waters- 
Pierce O11 Compary. Assistant Attor- 
ney General Lightfoot. of Texas, who 
has charge of the Travis county prose- 
cution, was present at the Missouri 
hearing. 


WRIGHT ASSAILS BRYAN 


AND PLEADS FOR TAFT} 


Hoosevelt’s War Secretary. Once a 
Democrat, Now Fighting 
His Old Party. 


New York, October 19.—Secretary 0o§ 
War Luke E. Wright, a member of the 
president's cabinet from Tenneasee, and 
at one time governor genera] of the 
Philippines, and the first ambassador to 
Japan, was the principal speaker here 
tonight. By training and education a 
G@emocrat he bolted the first nomination 
of Mr. Bryan in 1696. Tonight he reiter- 
ated his opposition to him and came out 
emphatically for the election of Mr. 
Taft. 

He asserted that even the most 
friendly judge must admit that in the 
elevation of Wiliam Jennings Bryan 
the people are making a most “hazard- 
ous experiment, and predicted that in 
the election of Mr. Taft all the great 
interests of the country will be assured 
of a square deal, and will resume their 
march of progress.” He said he re- 
gardéd the fundamental issue to be, 
which of the two men, Taft or Bryan, 
is best fitted for the presidential office 
and will most officially serve the peo- 
pie there. 

The omission in the democratic party 
platform to declare for revenue only, 
Secretary Wright said. was not acci-

Organized labor, for instance, it 
is certain wil} add many thousands of 
votes to Bryan and Kern. At this 
stage of the canvass the negro vote 
seems to be an important factor. The 
early attach mucn 
importance to it; the feellng was that 
they were so loyal to the republican 
party that in the end they would be 
coachee into line, but as to a number 


of thousands of them this has not hap-' 


pened as yet. On the contrary, they 
seem to be growing more determined to 
administer. a rebuke to the president 
and Mr. Taft as election. day draws 
near, and in this pr are encouraged 
many of their clergy.

Declares Every Southern Demo- 
crat Should Stand Firm, 


RECALLS RECONSTRUCTION 


Former Senator From Georgia Con- 
trasts Bryan’s and Taft's Claims 
to Southern Voters’ Support. 
Explains Negre Deflec- 
tion From G. QO. P. 


Savannah, Ga., October 1|9.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Thomas‘M. Norwood, of Savannanh, 
who represented Georgia in the United 
States senate from 187! to 1877, has 
furnished to the press a vigorous state- 
ment in regard to present political con- 
ditions and the duty of all southern 
democrats to maintain their lines and 
not permit any deflections to the repub- 
lican narty this year. 

The venerable ex-senator severely raps 
the republican organization for its 
sins, tailures and snaortcomings duf- 
ing thé past forty years. He _ re- 
cites them with categorical particular- 
ity, and argues each in detail to show 
why no good southern democrat can de- 
sert Bryan for Taft. 

Tne candidates of the independence, 
populist, prohibition and socialist par- 
ties, Messrs. Hisgen, Watson, Chafin and 
pebs, dre dismissed by Senator Nor- 
wood without much conideration. He 
believes Debs will secure a larger pop- 
ular vote than any of the four, Dut 
that none of the four will secure an 
electoral vote.

In his speeches in Nebraska on W ed- 
nesday Mr. Bryan “invariably began 
by saying that he was more inter- 
ested in the election of the candidate 
for congress than was the candidate 
himself.” He isa further quoted: “I 
should feel mighty lonesome in Wash- 
ington if both the senate and the house 
were against me, but if vou will give 
me the house, I am sure we Shall make 
the senate feel lonesome.” 

We may add that the southern states 
are even more interested than Mr 
Bryan because of the threat held over 
them by the republican party and its 
candidate of a reduction of their 
representation in congress unless they 
repeal their franchise amendments. 
The republican platform of 1904 read: 

We favor such congressional action as shal] 
determine whether by specia) discriminations 
the elective franchise in any state has been 
unconstitutionally limited, and if such is the 
case we demand that representation in con- 
gress and the electoral college shal) be pro- 
portionately reduced as directed by the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

And the republican platform of 1908 
added: 

We declare once more and without reserwa- 
tion for the enforcement in letter and spirit 
of the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments to the constitution, which were 
designed for the protection and advancement 
of the negro, and we condemn all devices that 
have for their real aim his disfranchisement 
for reasons of color alone as unfalr, un- 
American and repugnant to the supreme law 
of the land. 


In reference to the above Mr. Taft 
said in his speech of acceptance: “T 
stand with my party squarely on that 
plank in the platform.” No doubt he 
also stands “squarely” on the similar 
plank in the republican platform of 
Ohio, as to which he was doubtless 
previously consulted, and which reads: 


Believing in the civil and political rights 
of the American negro in every state, and be- 
lieving as we do that his marvelous progress 
in intelligence, industry and good citizenship 
has earned the respect and encouragement of 
the nation, and that those legislative enact- 
ments that have for their real aim his dis- 
franchisement for reasons of color alone are 
unfair, un-American and repugnant to the 
aupreme law of the land, we favor the reduc- 
tion of representation in congress and the 
electoral college in all states of this union, 
whether white or colored citizens are dis- 
franchised, to the end that the fourteenth 
amendment,,to the constitution of the United

The report of the committee 
adopteq after a long discussion, 
vote of 10 to 9. 

An amendment by Councilman Lon- 
gino, which provided that vehicles go- 
ing tn the same direction as a street 
car shall check speed and keep check- 
ing when the street car stops to let off 
passengers, was also adopted. 

The ordinance adopted provides 
following rules for vehicles: Keep to 
the right of the street: keep to the 
right when permitting vehicles to pas:: 
vehicles must pass to the left; when 
stopping, drivers must turn their ve- 
hicles, if necessary, so that the side- 
walk shall be to the right of the driver: 
vehicles must stop no longer than nec- 
essary to let off or take on passengers 
in front of the entrance to hotels. the- 
aters, office buildings, and department 
and other places where there 
is likelihood of congestion. 

The ordinance provides a penalty of 
$50 fine or fifteen days in the stockade 
for violation. The main purpose of the 
ordinance is to have all vehicles going 
in one direction on the same side of 
the street, and all vehicles going in 
the opposite direction on the opposite 
Side, thus having a continuous proces- 
sion, avoiding unnecessary delays and 
minimizing the danger of accidents.
